Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
aareement was reached, or any other comments: Upon further review of the application, the Examiner inquired about 
the amendment to the specification at page 274, line 21 (filed May 7, 2003). Specifically why "a ifoiler" was changed to 
"spin coater". In an oral translation of priority document JP 2000-257559, at page 34, paragraph [0089], the translator 
confirmed that the term "foiler" is present but did not find literal support for "spin coater". Also it appears that figure 
numbers 64a and 64b of Figure 8 are not defined in the specification. It is clear that figure numbers refer to nip rollers. 
The oral translation of page 68 of priority document JP 2000-258688 confirms that 64a and 64b are nip rollers. The 
Examiner suggests amending the specification to properly define 64a and 64b. See 37 CFR 1 -84(p)(5). See pages 
183-185 of the specification . 
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
